An enormous influx of population \vithin a brief period, greatly 


'"' " extending the area of business activity and entailing a wear and 


tear on the mam thoroughfares altogether 
unprecedented, has 


multiplied the financial embarrassments of the municipal administra- 
tion. 
It has been necessary to heavily increase the police force 


and make additional pro\ision foi the high schools, but there has 
been no appreciable increase in the revenue from property tax 
The largest item of increase in income during the last four years 
has come from saloon licenses. And public policy fotbids that saloons 
be unduly multiplied merely to afford revenue. 


Now with the area of business activity rapidly extending, the 


-rlpccondition of the streets is deplorable. The mam thoroughfares are 


^full of holes, and in^wet weather there is a mass of mud and slush 


and in dry \\eather clouds of filthy, disease-breeding dust. There 


.- is loud clamor to have the streets paved, sprinkled and swept, but 


the question of where the money is to come from is ignored. Labor 
and materials are higher now than ever before, while the demands 
on the street department ha\e 
multiplied 
four-fold. 
Yet 
the 


Assessed valuation of real propeity has only increased about sixteen 


' "per cent during the last four \ears. The population has doubled 


during the same period, and the market value of real estate more 
than doubled. 
v' 
These facts present an obvious lesson aqd carry 
their own 


suggestion. It costs money to pave streets and keep them clean 
and in repair. The expense account cannot be met by writing com- 
plaints to the newspapers or passing resolutions in public 
assemblages. 
The taxpayers must furnish the municipal govern- 


ment with the necessary funds before any general and efficient plan 


, of street improvement can be inaugurated. 
Every citizen should 


let this fact sink deep in 1m mind. Also c\ ery 
citizen should 


recogni/e the vital -truth of municipal economics that money wisely 


-,, expended on streets and other public improvements is a form of 


investment for the property-owner, adding more to the value of his 
holdings than the amount he pays out. 


The streets will present a squalid appearance just as long as 


the citizens of Oakland cling to the niggardly policy inaugurated 
shortly after the adoption of the new charter. If the streets are to 
-be placed in the condition demanded by business exigency and the 


~ dignity of a wealthy, cultured and enlightened city, the pi-bhc must 


submit to taxation. A city of 225,000 inhabitants cannot maintain 
its standing or keep up a suitable establishment on an income that 
barely suffices for cities of fifty or sixty thousand. In the slang of 
the clay, it is a case of put up or shut up.

NIPPED IN 
THE BUD 


The 
Postoffice Department 


clearly expressed its attitude to- 
ward labor unionism among pos- 
tal employes when last Saturday 
it took steps that will no doubt 
result in tlfe death of an incipient 
organization, the Brotherhood of, 
Railway Mail Clerks, which was 
going through the birth pangs in 
San Francisco and Los Angeles 
The 
step taken by the depart- 


ment was direct and 
effective, 


consisting of the dismissal from 
the service of Hugh Shaug, fath- 
er, mother and midwife of the or- 
ganisation. Shaug is a postal 
clerk, but of late had 
been de- 


voting much of his time to the 
new organization. He hoped to 
make it national, and to be 
its 
president — which 
would 


have been a nice, fat job for 
Shaug. 
He 
is something of 


an agitator, and quite a tal- 
ented one 
While doing his 


preliminary work in San Francis- 
co he picked out incompetents and 
soreheads as his lieutenants, and 
through them soon had the men 
ripe for unionism. The trouble 
with Shaug was that he talked too 
much, and the department knew 
as much as he did about what he 
had 
done and intended to do. 


Hence the yawning basket, the 
sharp axe, and the death of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Mail 
Clerks. The men have concluded 
that it will be a lot nicer and a 
lot less dangerous to form a pure- 
ly social organization. What a 
saving it would be if the govern- 
ment could 
persuade the rail- 


roads to charge a fair rate for 
carrying the mails as easily, as it 
can induce the men to quit or- 
ganizing. And maybe, in such a 
case, it could afford to pay the 
men salaries that would make 
them feel less inclined to organ- 
ize. It may be remarked in pass- 
ing, however, that less tyranny 
is exercised over the men than 
is 
generally 
supposed. Many 


think that a postal employe who 
dares to express any dissatisfac- 
tion with his salary is dissmissed. 
The rule is that the men are for- 
bidden to organize with a view to 
gaining increased salaries or to 
contribute money for lobbying 
purposes. There is no objection 
,to their petitioning through the 
heads of the departments they 
work in for anything to* which 
they think they are entitled. 


A CONFIDENCE 
GAME 


Shaugh 
had hatched a great 


lobbying scheme, and back of hb 
efforts in that 
direction lies a 


very funny story of the methods 
of Washington touts and lobby- 
ists. When Shaug went to Wash- 
ington a few months 
ago they 


saw him coming. It was known 
that he was raising a lobbying 
fund, part of which had already 
been contributed, and 
more of 


which 
was to come from the 


Brotherhood to be. An ex-Cali- 
fornian who does some lobbying 
of a cheap sort got hold of him, 
and soon persuaded Shaug that 


he was the only man in Washing- 
ton 
who could 
engineer his 


scheme. His work bore alt the 
ear-marks'of the ordinary bunko- 
man, and Shaug swallowed the 
bait. The lobbyist told him im- 
pressively of his secret net-work 
of pull, influence and cash that_ 
'.inderlies Congress, and professed 
to know every, mesh of, the net. 
First, though, he told Shaug he 
must be persuaded that his canjc 
was a righteous one before he 
would give his assistance. Shaug 
tolJ him of the small pay of the 
railway clerks, and said that he 
wanted to get the matter before 
Congress in order that relief 
night be obtained. The lobbyist 
agreed that the cause seemed to 
be a just one, but said that he 
must have time to think it over 
before joining it, even for money. 
He said that he and his fellow 
workers were all honorable men 
and could not afford to mix up in 
anything that was not absolute!/ 
all right. An appointment was 
made and Shaug visited him at 
his office the next morning. There 
he met the lobbyist's partner— 
the familiar judge or colonel of 
the ordinary bunko game. After 
the proper introduction was gone 
through the two lobbyists, retired 
to the inner room of their suite in 
order that they might commune 
with each other over the prob- 
lem. After some time they came 
out and announced that they were 
willing to 
be Shaug's agents. 


While in the sanctuary they had 
fixed a 
price, which they an- 


nounced was eleven thousand five 
hundred dollars. 
Of this sum, 


nine thousand was to go to the 
lobbyists, and the balance was to 
be used in wining 
Congressmen 
into 


and dining 
the proper 


mood, and in educating the gen- 
eral public through 
the press. 


Without a quiver of an eyelash 
they told Shaug that for a few 
hundred each they could purchase 
the influence of some of the lead- 


verbatim in my memory. The rest 
of the conversation was appliqued 
in the same pattern and showed 
how'seriously society takes its 
"pleasures." The Woodless trag- 
edies of the smart set are never-

The steel frame is dif- 
ferent in some material respects to the 
metal frames which were used before 
the San Francisco earthquake in all of 
the big cities throughout the country 
Structural engineers, according to the 


representations of a. local" member of 
the profession found It necessary after 
studying 'the effects'of the transbay 
disaster oE last April to revise their 
plans of steel frame construction, to 
give the latter greater rigidity to pre- 
vent the vibration which kicked the 
outer and inner walls of the, San 'Fran- 
cisco .skyscrapers and made extensive 
repairs necessary afterward. The steel 
frame In the Oakland Bank of Sav- 
ings 'building. Is the latest Improved 
style and the first building 
in the 


country to adopt It. The gussets have 


Ween slightly changed and the beams 
deepened and otherwise siifened so.that 
the frame is to-all Intents and purposes 
trussed and as rigid as a trussed bridge, 
Alt of the class A 'buildings in course 
of construction or whose erection Is 
planned to toe started as soon as the 
Eastern steel manufacturers can de- 
liver the materials ara to toe built with 
this kind of structural steel frame. Oak- 
land is, Indeed, the first city in the 
country to use the new design.

We are 
not encouraging a speculative craze 
and it is for the good of the city gen- 
erally that any such tendency should 
not be nursed. Property values are 
advancing rationally now.

be suicidal to advance them artificial-
